The Binciiam Murder. — From the l>est we can 
learn of the j>articulars of the brutal murder of 
Bingham are al>out these: 

On Friday night last, a band of men calling them- 
selves "Regulators," numbering about forty per- 
sons, proceeded to the house of the deceased, broke 
open the door, rushed in, in a body, and gathered 
him and took him out into the woods near by, and 
after tying Mm to a tree commenced scourging him 
with rods and bludgeons, and knives were also used, 
as gashes and bruises were upon his body and head. 
They continued their scourging until he sank down 
dying, when they tied. The deceased was soon picked 
up by his frieiids, who had by this time arrived, but 
too late to render him assistance. It was about one 
o'clock in the morning when he was carried into his 
house where he died in a very short time. He, per- 
haps, lived about two hours after he was taken to 
his house. His suffering during this time is said to 
have been intense. 

From the deputy Coroner, who, with his jury, held 
an inquest over the body on Saturday last, we learn 
that on examination of the body it was found to l>e 
most horribly lacerated. Not a spot that you might 
rest the point of your finger, but what was as black 
as a beef's liver, from the head down to the knee 
joints. Never had they looked upon a more heart- 
rending and brutal slaughter. Priuts of the ringers 
in black and blue were on his neck, where the ruf- 
fians had seized him in the onset, and gashes from 
kuifes and bludgeons were around and on his head, 
penetrating his skull. To add iusult to injury, they 
also beat and injured the deceased man's wife. It i- 
said this was done through mistake, as they sup- 
posed it was Bingham they had hold of. 

Bingham endeavored to defend himself with an 
axe, which he had at the head of his bed, but num- 
bers overpowered him. It is supposed that he has 
wounded one of the band severely, as marks of blood 
were visible upon the side of a door. Never was a 
more brutal outrage committed in a civilized com- 
munity, and we trust we may never be called upon 
to record another such an outrage. 

The verdict of the jury was that the deceased came 
to his death by violence from tbe hands of persons 
unknown. No witnesses were hrou'ht before the 
jury to elicit facts in the case, from the fact that it 
was deemed inexpedient, owing to the intense ex- 
citement that prevailed in the neighborhood, and 
through apprehensions that those who would attempt 
to testify before the jury would protiably receive a 
liketreitment.-i;A»>«n^C/»i) "

PlSC.rSTISO DiSC-lVEBIES BS TUK HEALTH W\RI>EN— 

Beware ok I'ork.— In the vicinity of that [xirtionof the 
Island whirh ha- been apportioned to the layine out of the 
Central Park, thera^re a number of establishments where 
swine an- reared, ann from whieh they are taken to be sold 
in th«t New York market*. It becoming evident to some 
parties that these plac -s were uot kept in a proper manner. 
I.ieut. John N. Rennet, of the Third ward poliee, with six 
of his men and thr-e of the Health Wa'dens. paid a visit 
to some of these establishments ou Thursday last for the 
purpose of examining theui. 

The first one that was erected, and the one at which the 
most liisijustiiif; scenes were enacted, was the pittmry loca- 
ted to the east of Broadway, in Kifty-uiuth street, and 
owned by one Charles Oberlauder. This man r.iiseit a 
large number of hogs every year for the market, and has 
been for a lon_' time engaged in that busiiies*. The law 
states that otilv- four piga shall l>e allowed on one lot. while 
this man had more than one hundred in a Ma which meas- 
ured about fifty by one hundred fist t. A h ap of rubbish, 
which had been covered by Oberlander's wife when she 
espied the officer, was found to contain lar-'e • r aiin'i:ies of 
the intestines of animals, mixed up with other ssass 
putrid matter. After this was examined, the offi ers went 
all round the premises, and everywhere they went they 
faml bones of all kinds, the care <s«e» of dead do^s. 
and cats, cut up in pieces for the pigs to eat. There were 
also dead rats in abundance. 

I'pon examining more minutely everything that was seen 
on the ground, it was ascertained that rat** with dry poul- 
tices U]>on them were among the lot. AH kinds of tilth and 
garbage were mixed up with them. The wife, when she 
ws 8 sharply questioned, reluctantly confessed that all t lies • 
thin; s were given to the pigs to eat, and that they were fed 
upon nothing else than this kind of stuff, and sock oMktr 
girtm.e as can be gatbore 1 throughout the city. >he said 
that her husband was paid to tak« away from the ci'v hos- 
pital all the offal that is to be found in that plac.-. and that 
he removes at least one load every day. This offal is enm- 
posed of all kinds of matter. It was found to cout lin the 
b 'ds that were unfit to be kept in the hospital, from being 
used bv the worst patients, and containing dangerous and 
contagious diS'-ases, all the old clothes that have been used 
by the physicians and student', and the rags upon which 
the poultices were placed. Then there was all the other 
tilth and offal iu addition to these, all mixed up together. 

Oberlauder. upen lieing asked what he did with the beds 
and rags which he carted away from the Kew York hospi- 
tal, sail that he emptied out the straw for the | U-s kg li.' on, 
and then sold the ticks fur making pip. r. The rags also, 
after the swine had eaten the poultices off, were washed 
and sold for the same puri>o-«p. 

Much time was s;>eiit in examining these premises, otfrn- 
sive as the duty proved to be. An examination •>! several 
other places was made after these facts had been developed. 
Particular inquiry was made for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing wh'-ther any other parties bought offal from the New 
Y'ork hospital, but, as fur as could be learned, oberlander 
was the only one. 
The officer, his men, and health wardens next proceeded 
ibiMBient kept for tl Thomas 
Canaan. I lis located on Fifty-ninth street, m>t far from 
the Sixth avenue, lie had twenty dogs which were used to 
help draw the loads of garbage that were procured in vari- 
ous parts of the city, from the streets and ash -barrels iu 
front of the dwelling nous -s. He k'-eps about seventy pigs, 
which he feeds on the*- mat. rials. Connected with this 
piggery is a place for boiling purticul.ir kinds of the offal 
vihich he collects. He was hard at work at this boiling 
business when the company reached his premises. He was 
asked for what purpose he was boil ng it, when he replied 
that he sold the fat for tallow, and then fed his auunals on 
whatever was remaining. 

They then went to the pizcerv of James McConnark, on 
Fifty-ninth street, not far from Carman's place of busin. -- 
Here they saw a number of dead dogs m.d dead pies, which 
were given as food for the live hot-s. All kinds at garbag. 
were found round the premises, which were In an exceed 
ingly dirty state 

The next place examined was the bone-boiling shop of 
Mi.hael Bream, near the same location. Aloaths ine-itht. 
but of a lifle diffrent character from the others, was 
waiting at this place; for upon the two boilers that contain- 
ed a quantity of bones, there was a mass of worms. These 
worms came from the hones which were to h. boiled, l'ul 
ly two indie* thick of them were clotted on the boilers. 

In Sixty-sixth street, betweeu Sixth and Seventh ave. 
noes, thev found another piggery in much the same condi- 
tion as tbe others. It was kept by Thomas MeManus. 
l.'leuty of cut-up cats and dogs were thrown to the piir 
her •. After leaving this place, visits were made to tho-e I 
Francis Kelly, Patrick Wheeling, and a BMstal oi oMsl M 
In each case decayed vegetable matter and the carcasses 
of dead animals were seen. When they returned the re- 
sult of their investigations »iu briefly stated to the City 
Inspector, Mr. Morton.

Bennett then 
insisted that the stuff could uct be allowed to remain for 
anv length of time in the city, for it would prove disastrous 
to 'the health of its inhabitants. After a l.ttle parleying, 
the foreman of the offal contractors consented, aud the of- 
fensive matter was taken away.-.V. 1".

Itecisfon Apainst a Railroad. — A suit was brought 
ag-iinst s. W. Venable and J. A. Ilair against the 
South Side (Va.) Railroad has just been decided. 
The complainants sought indemnity for three 
slaves killed by the explosion of a boiler in Decem- 
ber 185.1. Mr. Venable claimed for his loss (one 
slave) $500, and the physician's account of $9. The 
jury returned a verdict iu his favor of #568, with 
interest from date of the accident. 

In favor of Mr. Hair, a verdict was returned of 
1,100 for one slave, and *8 >5 for the other, with in- 
terest from date, &c. 

The train on the Ohio and Mississippi road, that 
left St. Louis at 1 P. M. on Sunday, did not arrive 
in this city until 6 last evening. This was occasion- 
ed by two accidents from running over cattle — by 
the first a car was thrown off and bv the second the 
engine was thrown over a liank. Last week two or 
three locomotives were thrown off and badly injured 
the same cause. By a little cleverness among 
the employees, these wrecked locomotives were con- 
ealed by "bush, tarpaulin, etc . so their skeletons did 
not startle the excursionists as thev swept by the 
cene of the accident. — Cin. Com.

The Iow a Mcriikr iiv the Moil — We find in 
the Lyons Mirror, of Thursday, an account of the 
recent, lynching of Barger, by" a Jackson county mob 
of Regulators, in which paper are also related the 
cause of this violence, and the particulars of the 
crime with which the wretched man was charged.— 
Barger, it appears by the Mirror, went to Califoonia 
previous to 1854, "leaving his wife and family at 
home. During his a! sencc, his wife, so he charged, 
became improperly iutimate with a neighUr mimed 
Morgan; though "this charge, so industrious was 
Mrs. Barger, and so careful of her children, was 
generally disbelieved by her neighbors. On his re- 
turn he treated her badly, so badly that she sued for 
and obtained a divorce; "in the decree the children 
were consigned to her keeping. One morning, soon 
after this latter event, Mrs. B. arose from her bed. 
went to the front door of the house in which she was 
living, and was there shot dead in her tracks. A 
neighbor rushed to her assistance, and saw Barger 
rise up, in a cloud of smoke, from a bunch of weeds 
a little distance from the fence, with a gun in his 
hand, with which the deed was done. He had evi- 
dently been h ing in wait for his victim, because the 
spot in which he was concealed bore the marks of an 
all night's occupation, and he had made a hole in 
the fence through which to draw sure aim. 

He was at once arrested, confessed, the deed and 
was confined in jail. The grand jury of Jackson 
county soon found an indictment against him. This 
was in September, 1854. The case did not come up 
for trial until the next semi-annual term, then a 
change of venue was taken to Clinton county, and 
the trial was again postponed for six months more. 
When the case was again called, his counsel was 
sick, and a third postponement was had. In Sep- 
tember last the trial came on and the jury did not 
agree. It was divided — nine for conviction and 
three for acquittal. Another six months delay, fol- 
lowed by another trial, was the result. At the last 
trial, a verdict of guilty was returned, but, as it af- 
terwards appeared tliat one or two of the jurymen 
had expressed an opinion, the verdict was set aside 
and a new trial granted. 

Thus the matter stood at the date of the outrage 
with which this chapter opened. The public were 
thoroughly convinced of his guilt; and as his crime 
was committed in open day, under circumstances of 
peculiar aggravation, there was an universal demand 
for his punishment. The hanging of Gifford in the 
same county, for the same crime, by the same men 
who were clamoring for Barger's blood, and the sub- 
sequent organization of a Vigilance Committee, 
made the storming of the Clinton jail and the ac- 
complishment of their revenge a matter of great 
ease. The second prisoner, CarhL who was taken 
out with Barger, is now in the Jackson county jail 
at Andrew. The committee let him go with the 
understanding that, if he was convicted and hung by 
the officers of the law, they would not interfere; but 
if be should be acquitted, and thev remain uncon- 
vinced of his innocence, they would hang him "any 



A Wild Man m Montgomery County— A Mo- 
nomaniac in Search of Hidden Treasure.— A corres- 
pondent in Danville, Montgomery county, sends us 
some interesting particulars in regard to a mono- 
maniac in that countv, whom he visited last week. 
The man's name is George Baughinan, who says he 
is a native of Ohio, and is about forty-three years 
old. His domicil, or rather lair, is about one mile 
south-west of Danville, and is one of Nature's own 
construction, being nothing more than a shelving or 
overhanging rock on Loutre river. Early in the 
spring of 1854. Baughman, then on his way to some 
of the upper counties in this State, camped for a tew 
weeks on Loutre river. While staying there, his 
oxen either strayed or were stolen. He now regards 
his loss as a fortunate circumstance, for in searching 
for them through the Loutre hills he one day came 
to a place which corresponded exactly with a map 
he had in his possession. This map was at least a 
hundred years old, had desceuded to him from an 
uncle who died some seventy years ago, and was a 
description of the hills, rock "houses, &c. It appears 
from tradition that Baughman's uncle was one of a 
mining company, who came to this country more 
than a hundred vears ago. In the hills they found 
vast heaps of gold and silver, but lieing driven out 
by the Indians, and unable to take their MMI 
with them, they hid it in, or under, a shelving rock, 
on the south side of a very steep hill, and some 35 or 
40 feet from its base. Here Baughman has been 
living and working for the last three years, and 
certainly exhibits commendable energy and wonder- 
ful perseverance. 

He has in that time dug no less than four holes in 
the solid rock, averaging ab. ut twenty-fire feet m

an ax and a tin bucket. When our correspondent 
visited him, he was at dinner, which consisted of 
six fine hen eggs. His only earthly possession is a 
dog, five chickens, a lied of" corn shucks on the solid 
rock covered with dilapidated garments, a pair of 
leather pants well greased and redolent with old age, 
and a leather hunting shirt.

B9f) an appeal to thia court 
from every order admitting or rejecting * will brings be- 
fore it both late and facts. If, therefore, the opinion of 
thia court upou the law and facta is to control the action of 
the Probate Court, it i« obviously unnecessary to pronounce 
upon the correctneaa of the instructions allowed by the 
Circuit Court; for whatever view may be entertained upon 
that question, the jurisdiction, thus conterred, dispense* 
virtually with further action in the Circuit Court, beyond 
entering the mandate of this, rejecting or admitting the 
will to probate, and making the necessary directory order 
to the County Court having original jurisdici ion. The ef- 
fect of such construction will be to have such cajes dis- 
posed of in this court upon the record as though here ong- 
lna'ly 

The right here claimed for this court to judge both the 
law and facts of the case does not apply to cases arising 
upon issues upon willsin suits iu chancery. Such casesare, 
by section 3*th of Chapter on Wills, exempted from the 
operation of the 28th section above quoted, and stand, in 
this court, upon the same footing with MM cases. But, aa 
above indicated, in eases of probate, originating in the 
County Court, and brought to this court by appeal, the law 
requires this court "to try both law and tact," and to deter- 
mine whether or not the will or paper iu dispute shall be 
admitted to probate, without rcinanalng the cause lor a 
liew trial. 

The paper in question having, in the opinion of the court, 
been established as the last will of the testator Overton, 
the correctness or incorrectness of the instructions given in 
the i ircuit Court need not be inquired into.

Crawiord vs. Adams, Ac, from Estill county Circuit. 

A search warrant in the usual form waa issued by a 
Justice of ttie Peace for Estill county, upou information 
upon oath, directed to any Constable of that county, com- 
manding him to search "the house" of James H. Craw- 
ford fur "one feather bed," charged to have been felon- 
iously taken. and carried away from the possession of 
George White, a free man of color. 

The Constable, Adams, summoned several persons to 
assist him iu the search. The search being made, a bed was 
found. Crawford was arrested, and the examining Court 
held him to bail to answer in the Circuit Court, in which 
court he was indicted for felony, but was acquitted of the 
charge by the jury. 

Crawford then instituted suit against the Constable and 
those whom 1 e summoned to assist him iu the search, to re- 
cover damages !"oi treapa.-s upon his iwrson and pro|>erty. 

Va ions questions arose on behalf of both appellant and 
appellees, but the onlv ones specifically passed upon by the 
court were in reference to the sufficiency of the warraut, 
and the extent of the protection afforded by it to the Con- 
stable and those whom he summoned to his assistance. 

Judge Duvall delivered the opinion of the court. 

Held. L That the warrant was sufficiently descriptive of

Lakgk Shii-mknt ok Cattle kkom England 
to the United States. — An extensive and valu- 
able consignment of breeding stock was shipped on 
Wednesday for Philadelphia in the ship George, 
Capt. Macloon. 'Ihe stock comprised 32 head of 
short horned cattle, 3 valuable horses, 25 sheep and 
•Jj pigs. All the animals are of the best breeds, and 
have been selected without regard to expense, in 
England, Ireland, and Scotland. The task of selec- 
tion devolved on Dr. Johns, Capt. Brown, and Mr. 
Jacobv, who were sent over here by the llliiioi- 
Cattle Importing Association. The cattle are to be 
distributed exclusively in the State of Illinois, with 
a view to the improvement of the breeds in that 
State bv crosses with the best blood to be obtained 
in this country. In proof of the value of high bred 
Knglish cattle in the United States, it may be men- 
tioned that 250 guineas was paid for one two year 
heifer, and that the cost of the 82 animals, including 
their freight and provisions to the port of destina- 
tion, will not be far short of £b\000. The horses' 
are from the best studs, and most of the cattle have 
taken prizes at various agricultural shows. The 
shipment is, in fact, the most valuable ever sent 
from this port. Excellent arrangements have l>een 
made in the vessel for the safe keeping of the stock 
during the voyage, and in order that they may ar- 
rive at their" destination in good condition. This 
department was under the direction of Mx. Bell, of 
the Adelphi stables, who displayed his usual skill 
and judgment in making the necessary arrange- 
ments for the shipment. 

A Freak of Trade.— Last April a wholesale groce- 
ry house in Pittsburg, Pa., received from Nashville, 
Tenn., a consignment of fifty hogsheads of bacon, 
which was duly forwarded to and sold in this city 
for 11% cents per pound.

An Old Re.volutio.naky Patriot Gonk. — Am- 
herst Thompson, of Peru, one of the vry few relics 
of the Revolutionary army, died, or rather ceased to 
live, on Thursday lav,t, aged 5)5 years. He retired 
in u>ual health at night, and before morning died, 
apjiarently without a pang. His funeral and burial 
were solemnized on Sunday. On the 4th of July, 
1854, Col. Samuel Thompson, of the town of Am- 
herst, now 96 years of age, met the deceased, and 
they "kept Independence." Friends, relatives, and 
recipients of bounties and pensions, they could unite 
with heart and soul in praises for the past and pray- 
ers for the future. The family record of the deceas- 
ed shows several cases of rather interesting lon- 
gevity. 

Sarah Clark, wife of the deceased, was born Au- 
gust 27, 1766; died J.muarv 15, 1852, aged 86. The 
mother of Amherst was 87 when she died, and the 
mother of Mrs. Thomson was 77 when she died. 
Earth's remains of these four lie side bv side in the 
burying ground at Peru. Col. Josepli Thompson, 
the'father of Amber f, held a commission under 
Washington — was taken prisoner and released in an 
exchange, after which he did not return to the ser- 
vice. Subsequently he went to Ohio, and perished 
on the wilderness bank of the Miami, but « here and 
w hen, there b no stone to tell.

I am willing to acknowledge that I have often 
sought his door at the dawn of day, w hen his wife 
was sick, to take some meat, bread, undfrutt, upon 
which they might subsist until the following im.ru- 

Do any blame him for being poor? Let them lay 
the blame upon Him who required his disciples to 
go with the everlasting Oospel to the nations, with- 
out pur~e or scrip or even two coats. 

Neither do I deny that I much desired from time 
to time, to have him entertained at our house, even 
as^ I gladly entertained my hus!>and's brethren. 
We had unoccupied rooms and l>eds and a profu- 
sion of the good things of life, w hile he was poor 
and a stranger, and as unpopular as a certain Naza- 
riue, who once pilgrimized through the land of Ju- 
dea, and could not tind a place to lay his head. Up- 
on the same principle that 1 was deprived this priv- 
ilege, Mary and Martha w ould have l*"en puni-hed 
for bathing the feet of their Lord and running to 
meet hiin when he returned from a mission. 

That ehe attempted to run away with her children 
to S ilt Like, and was furnished by the Mormons 
irk) £100 to pay her expenses, she'states, and con- 
siders that she was doing a work of righteousness. 

How total w as her int'atiutit.n for Pratt, may be 
seen in the follow ing: 

I do not deny that I washed his feet, combed his 
hair, and often walked that he might ride. Neither 
do I deny visiting w ith him a numl»er of families in 
St. Louis, who thought it a greater honor to enter- 
tain him than they would to entertain any king or 
potentate living ujion the earth. 

I also confess that it pained me to see him in 
chains, and fain would I have bathed his wrists 
where the cursed iron chafed his skin. 

But this was nothing to what I was vet to see. 
Have I not seen ///* hearfs blood dripping from (Ik 
wound of the deadly knife* 

Six pi.« - ol balls could not avail 
To make hi> hely visage pale. 
But the fierce and deadly knife 
Pierced his heart and claimed his life. 
Oh! Parley dear, we love you well. 
Yea, more than mortal toiurues can tell. 
And we kne vr you'll come aaain; 
With us to live, with Christ to r<dsn. 

Oh, God of Israel. let the cry 
Of Parley's Mood come up < >n liigh. 
And let his wounds In-fore 'lice plead, 
For wrath on him who did the devd. 

I am free to declare l*fore angels and men that 
Parley P. Pratt was innocent of the charges made 
against him. 

The most serious charge against her husband L«: 

H. Mcl^ean drove me from him; and that he by his 
own acts blighted and consigned to eternal death all 
the delicate ties that existed between us, and that 
before Mormonism crossed our pathway. 

However, without knowing it, she testifies that 
her husband treated her with tenderness, stating that 
her home was amply provided with good things — 
which she was so anxious to share with the Mor- 
mons — and that when she was unhappy iu San Fran- 
cisco, away from her children, he gave her the mean* 
to go where they were. Her prose proves her in- 
tense crazy fanaticism, and her poetry shows her to 
be foolish' and the effect of her epistle ou all solid 
understandings will be to augment the sympathy 
which is felt for her husband.

Root Choi's — Parsnips. — Except aj a product of 
the garden, tbe parsnip has received but little at- 
teutioa from the American farmer, while their use 
hat been confined almost wholly to his table. The 
reason for this neglect is a matter of conjecture — it 
«annot be on account of any ;>eculiar difficulty in 
their production, for we believe them to be as e.-.sih 
grown as the carrot — nor because of their inferiority 
to other roots for the purposes to which crops of this 
nature are usually designed — those most experienced 
in their use for stock feeding consider them superior 
to either the carrot or turnip — nor even on the scow 
of profit, for they can be made to pay as well if not 
better tlian any other root. We can conceive of no 
other ground upon which to base this seeming ob- 
jection of our agriculturists to their production than 
a lack of knowledge as regards their good qualities, 
and we hope that those who have never tasted them 
▼nil now do so — will place them in the balance with 
similar esculents and judge for themselves as to 
whether they are wanting. 

Like the onion, carrot, and turnip, the parsnip is a 
biennial; it seeds and dies in two year*, it is a 
British plant, and is found growing wild by the 
wayside in calcareous soils. There is but slight 
difference between the garden parsnip and the * ild 
plant — the former has smooth leaves of a light yel- 
low iah green color and the flavor of the root is mild- 
er, while the leaves of the latter are a daik green 
and hairy. 

Of varieties Loudon gives four, the Common, 
Guernsey, Hollow-Crowned, and Turnip-rooted. Two 
only of these are recommended for culture — the 
<iuerns*3- for field growth, and the Hollow-Crowned 
for the garden. The Guernsey grows to a large size. 
In its native country it is often found four feet in 
length, and in soils adapted to its growth averaging 
two feet. The Hollow Crowned is of more uniform 
growth, of a whiter and cleaner tuber, is better tla- 
vored than the former, and at the same time posses- 
se s equal hardiness. This variety is easily recog- 
nized by the leaves rising from a cavity in the top 
cr crown of the root. 

The soil most genial to the parsnip is one of a 
sandy character, light, deep and, free from stones. 
Well decomposed manure is generally applied, but 
when not attainable recent droppings are used ad- 
vantageouslv bv hurving at considerable depth. In 
garden culture the ground should be dug at least -0 
inches deep. 

In selecting the seed, care must be observed to 
procure that which is fresh — it* germinating pow - 
ers are much injured, if not totally ruined, w hen it 
is more than one year old. No preparation of the 
seed is necessary-.* It takes considerable time for it 
to sprout, but if it is fresh, the exercise of a little 
patience oil the part of the cultivator only is need- 
ful, as no other seed is more sure of germination. — 
The quantity generally used is four pounds jieracre. 
Time for sowing, as soon as the ground is in readi- 
ness. Deposit in drill*, 12 to 10 inches apart, and 
thin out to about 8 inches. The after-culture is 
si milar to that given to carrots — soe Rural of 18th 
ult. One thing, however, we would impress upon 
the mind of the producer, viz: the necessity of keep- 
ing the land free from weeds Success iii the pro- 
duction of crops of this class depends very much 
upon the care thus given. 

In the culture of this root, those who do not pos- 
sess an abuiidance of room for storing derive con- 
siderable advantage from the fact that frost does 
not injure them. Remove in the fall what are 
needed for winter use, and store in the ctllar. Those 
thus put away should be covered with earth, as ex- 
posure to the'air or even moderate heat wilts them.

Most animals relish and do well upon this root as 
a food, w hile for milch cows and swine it is by many 
stoc k-growers considered invaluable. On the Island 
of Guernsey pigs are fattened almost entirely upon 
them, and for this purpose they are highly prized. 
Five or six hundred bushels is about the average 
production per acre. Of their market value we 
cann ot speak definitely — a friend of ours during the 
past winter sold his crop iu this city at 63 ceuts per 
bushel; which, at our ratio of vield, would bring 
from $315 to $378. In this scale of production and 
price, every farmer must see that their growth is 
profitable, and though increased attention would 
doubtless produce a decline in this respect, still 
there is a wide margin for profit. As compared 
with turnips, they might fall off one-half and ren- 
der equal returns, and in addition, we are not aware 
that they are subject to disease or the attacks of in- 
sect depredators.— Rural Mew Yorker.

AN ORDINANCE 
To prov ; de for tht» collection of Railroad taxes for 
the year ending March 10th, 1858, and prescribing 
the duties of Collectors of Railroad taxes, aud 
iixiug their compensation. 

Section 1. Be if ordained by the Genera/ Council 
of the City of Louucilie, That a tax of ten cents on 
each one hundred dollars' worth of taxable property 
in said city, listed for Railroad taxation, to pay 
interest on the bonds of the citv of Louisville for 
8500,000, issued to the LouUville and Nashville Rail- 
road Companv, under and by virtue of an ordinance 
approved June 17th, 1851, entitled, "an ordinance 
to authorize a suliscription of one million of dollars 
for the construction of a Railroad from Louisville to 
Nashville ;" aho, a tax of twenty cents upon each 
one hundred dollars' worth of taxable property listed 
as aforesaid, to pay interest on the bonds of the city 
of l^uisville for $500,000, issued to the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, on the 1st day of 
April, 1850; also, to pay interest on the bonds of 
said citv for $250,000 issued to said Railroad C'ompa- 
j nv on the 1st day of October, 185G ; and also to pay 
| interest on the bonds of said citv for $250,000 issued 
I to said Railroad Company on the 1st day of April, 
1857, under and by virtue of an ordinance approved 
13th November, * 1855, entitled, "an ordinance 
| authorizing the subscription of an additional million 
of dollars by the city of Louisville in the capital 
stock of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company,'' shall be collected and accounted for 
by the collectors of railroad taxes at the times and 
under the same rules, regulations, and penalties, 
except as herein provided, as as prescritK?d for the 
collection of city taxes by an ordinance regulating 
the levy of city taxes for the year ending March 
18th, 1858, prescribing the d. ties of collectors and 
lixing their compensation. 

Sec. 2. Each collector of railroad taxes shall re- 
ceive as compensation for his services one per cent 
on the first ten thousand dollars, two per cent on the 
next twenty thousand dollars, and three per cent on 
the residue of the amount collected and paid over 
by him into the city treasury; provided, that the 
compensation of each collector shall in no event ex- 
ceed or fall below the sum of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3. The proceeds of said taxes shall be and 
they are hereby dedicated to the sale and exclusive 
purposes for which they are herein levied and di- 
rected to be collected, and the payments thereof out 
of the city treasury are to lie made by the Mayor 
and Treasurer, under the direction of the General 
Council.
